The Fulham Tragedy.—The inquiry held by the 

puty-Corener for West London on Monday last into the 
deaths of Florence Mary Burgess and her two children, 
Harold Vietor, aged six, and Perey Albert, aged four, who 
met with their deaths at 528, Fulham Road, resulted in 
a verdict that Mrs. Burgess, while of unsound mind, 
murdered her children by throwing them from a window, 
and afterwards committed suicide by jumping from the 
same window into the street below. Mr. Burgess, the 
husband, with much emotion told the story of a terrible 
home - coming. He arrived home for dinner shortly 
after twelve o’clock on the day of the tragedy, and 
found a crowd around the door of the house. He pushed 
his way to the front, and saw his wife and the boys * laid 
out'' in the kitchen. They were then alive, but the woman 
and Percy died ‘without speaking, and shortly afterwards 


Harold succumbed to his injuries at the hospital. His 
wife had complained of painsin her heid and had been 
greatly troubled coneerning the children’s health. The 


younger one had been in the hospital for diphtheria, 
and since his return had been bitten in the face by a dog. 
One of the boys a few months ато swallowed two farthings, 
and at another time his wife went into hysterics when Рег еу 
was thought to belost. He was found in a enpboard, where 
he had eonéealed himself during » game at hide-and-seek. 
A witness of the tragedy, an Italian ice-cream vendor, 
told in broken English how he saw the woman throw her 
children out of the window and then herself mount upon 
the sill and jump after them. They seemed, in the words 
of another wituess, almost all to be in the air at the 
same time.

Prevention, however, is 
much-easier, and is found im a variety of food—grain only 
once а day, plenty of grit, gravel, snd granulated bone, 
and absolutely clean quarters at night.
